Slightly weeks, with the total estimated at 99,725 


units against a revised estimate of 100,831 
for the week ended July 4. The letdown is not con- 
sidered as a definite trend as many plants this week are 
working at an increased rate while others have shown 
minor revisions downward. The chief drop, of course, 
can be attributed to Studebaker which has been closed 
during the past week for inventory and did not resume 
this week. As a whole there has been little change and 
the entire industry will be down only 1,000 units from 
the preceding week. This is less than the normal output 
for the week by Studebaker so the other plants as a 
whole are operating at a better rate than during the 
closing days in June and the first three days of July. 
At the present time indications are that the current rate 
will be well maintained throughout July due to the heavy 
bank of unfilled orders on hand at the various plants and 
the fact that there has not been any serious letdown in 
orders as we swing into the second half of the year.

With total sales of 664,794 units to the 


Chevrolet end of June, the Chevrolet Motor Co. broke 
June Sales’ all records for the first half of the year, it 
129,146 was announced here today by W. E. Holler, 


vice-president and general sales manager. 

“Sales in June,” said Holler, “were 129,146, a new rec- 
ord, giving a total for the second quarter of 1936 of 
392,641, highest for any second quarter in the history of 
the company. 

“The new total for the first half exceeds by more than 
52 per cent the total of 436,669 for the first half of 1935, 
and surpasses by 81,830 the previous high record which 
had stood since 1928. 

“New records were also set in used car sales by dealers 
in June, totaling 237,940, and in the first half totaling 
1,146,450. Sales of new and used cars and trucks by 
Chevrolet dealers total 1,811,244 to the end of June.”

year the outlook for the last half of 1936 is 
most encouraging.

Spurred on by bonus sales, used cars in 
most sections of the country are on a 
better basis than they have been for some 
time. The improvement noted in this 
column last week is borne out as more 
reports from the field are received. Almost without ex- 
ception, the bonus is given a great deal of credit for the 
improvement, in many sections considerably more than 
was expected earlier. Dealers are more optimistic about 
their used car stocks as they watch new car sales, which 
indicate that the year-end clean-up period this year will 
be relatively small. As pointed out last week, this will 
prove a great help in cleaning out used car stocks in 
readiness for the fall increase in business.

Quarter during the second quarter of this year 
tarnings Dow-Jones has revised its estimate of 
Higher earnings for the various companies up- 


ward. In commenting on the situation 
Dow-Jones says: 

“High levels at which automobile manufacturers oper- 
ated through the second quarter, avoiding even a normal 
seasonal slackening in June, necessitates a revision up- 
ward in earnings estimates from those made a month or 
so ago. 

“The nine automobile manufacturers whose shares are 
owned by the public are expected to report aggregate 
net profits for the three months ended June 30 some 68 
per cent larger than for first quarter of this year and 
around 75 per cent greater than for second quarter last 
year. Previously estimates had been current that these 
companies would have an expansion in net profit of 
between 50 per cent and 60 per cent over the correspond- 
ing period of 1935. 

“Such a gain is the consequence of a sharp rise in 
production, these companies having total output for the 
three months just ended some 34 per cent greater than 
for first three months, and roughly 33 per cent ahead of 
corresponding quarter a year ago. During first quarter 
these companies had an expansion in output of only 17 
per cent over the first quarter of 1935.
